Holding an exhibition in the very 
heart of the harvest season, and in 


the center of one of the finest farm- 
ing distriets in the whole west be- 
gides, contains a decided element of 
uncertainty for a board of fair direc- 
tors, but the Fort Saskatchewan Agri- 
cuctural Society took the caance 
Tuesday and Wednesday of this week 
and carried through their undertaking 
with marked enterprise and success.

Binders Compete With Fair 

In spite of the majority of district 
binders being kept im operation dur- 
ed both deys of the fair the Fort 
officials were well eatisfied with the 
response to the exrhfbition, both in tue 
way of atendance and in the extent 
of the entries throughout the many 
classes, Last year the entries number- 
ed something over eight ‘Mundred 
while this. year the list ran well over 
twelve hundred. Excepting in the 
poultry sectiong not many outside ex- 
hibitors were on hand, However tho 
stock classes were of very high stan- 
dard though competition was not par- 
ticularly keen in many of the events 
outside the sheep pens.

The weather has made ample 
and honorable amends for its be- 
haviour last winter and the reluc- 
trance with which spring was al- 
lowed to come. If, in common 
with the rest of the continent, the 
people in this part of the world 
were called upon to endure a 
winter that was long and cold be- 
yond precedent and patience, the 
crop season that followed has been 
one of the most favorable charac- 
ter. Once summer did come there 
was no mistaking the fact that 
it was here. What had been lost 
in time was made up in tempera- 
ture. If the growing season was 
shorter than usual it was also bet 
ter. Despite the heat, hail storms 
were few and far between and 
there was no frost damage. 

Thanks to these favoring con- 
ditions, the handicap of a late 
spring was overcome by the phen- 
omenal growth in midsummer. 
Throughout central and northern 
Alberta the grain crops have come} 
to maturity in weather that was 
almost ideal at every point from 
seed-time to harvest. 

And it is a crop to*make glad 
the heart of the farmer, to con- 
firm the faith of everyone in the 
productivity of the district, and 
to-inspire hope for a correspond- 
ing improvement in general busi-! 
ness conditions.. What it will 
amount to in bulk, and in dollars 
and cents, is as yet only to be 
guessed at. Yields that would not 
be believable in other parts of the 
world are reported from some lo- 
calities where threshing has al- 
ready started. Itis a certainty 
that the average will be high. 

All over Western Canada the 
average is calculated to run some- 
where between fourteen and 
eighteen bushels of wheat per acre 
It is safe to assume that 
the average in this district will be! 
something around thirty bushels, 
If a crop of eighteen bushels per 
acre is a satisfactory yield for the 
whole wheat belt, it does not take 
inuch caleulating to get to the! 
conclusion that a erop of thirty 
bushels per acre will’ make itself 
felt in the district where it grows. 

The other frains will thresh out 
in proportion, Oats, barley and 
rye are all good crops. In a dis-| 
trict where stock-growing is as| 
prominent a branch of farming as! 
grain-growing, the yield of these | 
coarser grains is as important as| 
the yield of wheat, and the return | 
from the feed crops a matter of| 
equal concern.
